Leaders of both the Liberal- 
Democratic Party and the Op- 
position Socialists discussed the 
schedule for the post-recess Diet 
Monday afternoon. A formal 
schedule is expected to be fixed 
at a meeting of the Lower 
House Steering Committee Tues- 
day morning.

= in Washington. Wag- 
ner ‘Says he also would bar any 
city welcome for Marshal Tito 
of Yugoslavia if Tito should 
come to the U.S. The mayor, 
disregarding diplomatic proto- 
eol, said both Saud and Tito are 
not welcome in New York City. 

Discussing the pending Saud 
visit at the eighth annual din- 
ner of the Brooklyn Division of 
the Jewish National Fund Sun- 
day night, Wagner said: 

“There appears to be two 
visits by foreign rulers that 
may begin here. One of these is 
the dictator of Yugoslavia. We 
don’t want him in New York 
because he’s a Communist and 
because he’s anti-religious. As 
far as we're concerned he'll get 
no consideration here. 

“And the same goes for Saud, 
- and. double, too. 

“I can tell you,” the Mayor 
told more than 1,000 Brooklyn 
Jewish leaders, “the Govern- 
ment in Washington never con- 
sulted me about these visits. 

“I'm for what our people 
stand for. I don’t care whether 
it’s diplomatic or not.” 
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Red China Warned

ABOARD USS BON HOMME 
RICHARD, Jan. 28.—Vice-Adm. 
Stuart H. Ingersoll warned 
Communist China Monday that 
the powerful US. 7th Fleet 
stands as a “massive seaborne 
deterrent to any Communist 
aggression” and is ready to do 
this job with “a growing arsenal 
of new weapons.” 

The three-star Admiral, hint- 
ing broadly at deadly nuclear 
retaliation against the Chinese 
mainiand in the event of 
aggression, declared the 7th 
Fleet in waters from Siberia to 
Australia stands guard in the 
Taiwan Straits “against any 
eventuality..in a vast .and vital 
area.” ; 

“The 7th Fieet has forces 
which can be tailored to fit any 
contingency that may arise,” he 
stated. 

Ingersoll made his remarks in 
a change of command ceremony 
in Okinawa’s Buckner Bay dur- 
ing which he relinquished com- 
mand of the 7th Fleet to Vice- 
Adm. Wallace M. Beakley,. 

Ingersoll still retains the Tai- 
wan Defense Command with 
headquarters in Taipei. 

In assuming command of the 
7th Fleet Beakley stated: 

“IT am proud as I can be to 
be taking command of the 
greatest and most powerful fleet 
of men, ships and aircraft that 


has ever been maintained in 
peacetime ready to act at a 
moment's notice.” 


Ingersoll: declared that the 
7th Fleet is prepared “to con- 
duct any type of operations, 
military or diplomatic, through-. 
out the vast expanse of the 
Western Pacific.” 

“The latest models of high 
performance jet aircraft and air- 
to-air guided missiles are being 
added to the fleet to greatly in- 
crease its combat potential,” he 
said, 

“Especially destroyers and 
aircraft, constantly patrol and 
search for. any indication of an 
active. threat of aggression 
against Taiwan or Penghu (the 
Pescadores Islands),” he said. 

Ingersoll said that Red Chinese 
military strength was growing 
steadily but that there has been 
no appreciable change in the 
pattern. 

The Admiral also said the 
Nationalist Chinese were still 
talking about invading and re- 
capturing the Chinese mainland. 

He said pointedly that among 
the improvements. of the 7th 
fleet was the addition of “new 
weapons.” He said with these 
modern weapons a single carrier 
today is probably stronger than 
all the forces the United States 
— in the Pacific in World War 
IL.

Agreement but also the Soviet- 
Communist China Amity Pact. 


Ishida told Asanuma that the 
Government was already striv- 
ing to achieve these goals, 


The Socialist leader also re- 
ceived assurances from the 
Chief Cabinet Secretary that ef- 
forts will be made to obtain the 
release- at the earliest possible 
date of Japanese fishermen im- 
prisoned in South Korea. 


Strike in Algeria 
Begun by Moslems 


ALGIERS, Jan. 28 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Moslems Monday began a 
general strike to dramatize the 
United Nations debate on Alge- 
ria and French troops immedia- 
tely began breaking open strike- 
closed shops which were then 
looted by Europeans. 

The strike appeared almost 
100 per cent effective here. 

Of the Moslems who make up 
half the 500,000 population of 
this brooding capital, only the 
ragged gutter-sweeps were at 
work—and they were guarded 
by helmeted soldiers with 
Tommy-guns. 

Gen. Jacques Massu, hawk- 
nosed paratrooper in charge of 
maintaining public order, had 
warned that. Moslem shops re- 
maining closed would be broken 
open by his soldiers and he was 
as good as his word. 

Troops in full battle kit pried 
the iron shutters off several 
bakeries. and butcher shops and 
stood back indifferently while 
the shops here pillaged by 
European youths.

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Tests Needed 
To Cut Down 
Fall-Out: U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP) 
—Harold E. Stassen said Sunday 
the United States is trying to 
develop a small nuclear bomb, 
“without a fall-out of any con- 
sequence,” as a means of fore- 
stalling a nuclear attack on 
the US., 

For this reason alone, Stassen 
said, tests of U.S, nuclear wea- 
pons must be continued, 

“Those who—with good in- 
tentions—speak of stopping the 
tests..are really not talking..in 
sound terms for the defense of 
the Free World,” Stassen said. 

Stassen, President . Bisen- 
hower’s special assistant on 
disarmament matters, told a 
television panel show the pro- 
posed bomb is not a “clean” 
weapon, but one with a mini- 
mum of fallout. He declined to 
give details, but said it was as 
powerful as the atomic bombs 
the U.S. dropped on Japan in 
World War II. 

“The United States,” he said, 
“is endeavoring to develop a 
small bomb without a fallout 
of any consequence that is 
capable of being used to stop 
big, bad bombs from hitting the 
Free World, including the 
United States. 


P.I. Congress Opens 
100-Day Session 


MANILA, Jan. 28 (INS)— 
President Ramon Magsaysay, in 
his State of the Nation message 
to the opening of the third 
Philippine Congress said Mon- 
day that “destruction of the 
military arm of the Communist 
threat to the Philippines” has 
been his Administration’s major 


accomplishment, 
His message summarized the 
Administration’s achievements 


in the last three years. 

Major steps taken to ensure 
the Philippines’ external secu- 
rity, he said, include member-

NAHA, Jan. 28—The U5, 
Civil Administration on Oki- 
nawa charged Monday that the 
newly elected leftist Mayor of 
Naha is attempting to legalize 
Communist cells in the Okinawa 

capital city. 


Brig. Gen. Vonna F,. Burger 
said Mayor Kamejiro Senaga 
tipped his intentions Monday in 
the first. meeting of the City 
Assembly held since his election 
to a four-year term Christmas 
Day. 

Senaga laid before the 30-man 
Assembly his administration’s 
plan and a proposed budget. 

The program, according to 
U.S. officials, followed closely. 
the line of Senaga’s campaign 
for the election, in which he 
defeated two Conservative can- 
didates. . 

He said he wanted to 
“democratize” the city govern- 
ment, establish a city employes 
labor union and set up a ward 
system in Naha. 

Through the labor union and 
ward system, Burger said Sena- 
ga is “trying to legalize the 
Red cell system.” 

Senaga was elected mayor. to 
fill a post left vacant when the 
U.S. Administration appointed 
former Mayor Jugo Toma to the 
post of Chief Executive of the 
Ryukyuan Civilian Government, 


Burger and his five top assist- 
ants who met with corres- 
pondents at his headquarters in 
Naha did not. mention Senaga 
by name during the discussion. 
They referred only to the 
“Mayor,” the “present admini- 
stration” or the “present office- 
holder.” | 

Senaga heads the Okinawa 
People’s Party which U.S. offici- 
als say is Communist, He was 
released last year from prison 
after serving two years for per- 
jury in connection with harbor- 
ing a Japanese Communist who 
had been ordered deported. 

Burger indicated that the U.S. 


‘would take no. action in the cur- 


rent situation Which finds 4 
“Communist” Mayor on Okina- 
wa, America’s most strategic 
military base in the Far East 
where U.S. military land policy 
had been under fire. 

“We are hopeful this condi- 
tion will be rectified by the peo- 
ple themselves,” he said. “They 
did it and it’s up to them to re- 
ctify it. We are looking for the 
citizens of Naha to take the 
step they can takc and know 
they can take to rectify the 
situation.” 

Possible steps mentioned. by 
Burger include passage of. an 
ordinance making it illegal ‘for 
a person convicted of a major 
crime to hold office, The prob- 
lem would, however, be how 
this could be made retroactive 
in. Senaga’s case, Another 
possibility would be to revise 
Naha’s ordinance under which 
recall proceedings can be start- 
ed only after a mayor has serv- 
ed one year. The time limit 
could be cut to six months or 
even less to enable a recall 
election against the mayor. | 

A third possibility would be 
action by the City Assembly 
itself. Of the 30-man assembly, 
27 are Conservatives and only 
three belong to Senaga’s party. 
This would be more than the 
two-thirds vote necessary for a 
nonconfidence ballot. 

Senaga would then either 
resign or dissolve the Assembly 
and call for new elections. The 
new Assembly would vote on 
another non-confidence motion. 
If carried, Senaga would have to 
resign. 

The trouble is, no one is 
certain. that Senaga followers

U.S. Group Asks Ryukyuans

For the present, he said, 
Close liaison will have to be 
maintained between him and 
deputy leader Eizaburo Nishi- 
bori,. who has been put in 
charge of the difficult task’ of 
moving supplies and equipment 
needed to establish the base 
for Japan’s expeditionary team, 

Nagata said he will take to 
the air. from where he will di- 
rect and send. reconnaissance 
reports to Nishibori’s ~ land 
crew. 

The two things that can be 
predicted at this juncture are 
that the scientific observations 
will be carried out according to 
original plans. and. that. the 
base for next year’s observa- 
tion team will be at least par- 
tially constructed, he said. 

There are no definite pros- 
pects that adequate winter 
quarters will be able to be con- 
structed for the expeditionary 
members who will have to base 
down this winter to prepare 
for next year’s IGY observation. 

Meanwhile, according to. re- 
ports received from a corres- 
pondent, two snow-cars and a 
forklift were successfully put 
ashore Saturday, completing the 
operation of ianding the four 
snow-cars that will be used in 
the expedition. 


The exploratory party that 
was sent out last night to sur- 
vey conditions on Ongul Island 
was unable to reach its destina- 
tion and has been forced to 
seek refuge on an island to the 
north, from where they will at- 
tempt to return to the Soya.

Incentive for the establishment 
of the Publication Center was 
provided by R. P. Dore, lecturer 
at University of London when 
he expressed his view on this 
matter to the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

He had been confronted with 
great difficulty in obtaining 
necessary official publications 
for his research work in Japa- 
nese agriculture. 

In view of the highly efficien;

3. Education 


A total of 1,100 classrooms 
will be added to the present 
Government and public schools 
with the budget appropriation 
of ¥591 million (fiscal 1956: 
¥384 million), 

This would reduce by half 
the number of schools operated 
on the two-shift system due to 


shortage of classrooms. 

4. Social Security System 

Increased budget funds for 
social security system will en- 
able the Government to pay the 
whole expenses of anti-TB 
medical examinations for the 
people. 

The Government also will 
bear half of the prices of PAS, 
streptomycin and _ isonicocinic 
acid hydrazide when a patient 
uses them.

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Vast Building Changes 
Seen in U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP)—Skyscrap- 
ers built like trees, houses 
made of chemicals and count- 
less other changes are expected 
to revolutionize America’s archi- 
tectural landscape by 1977. 

This peek into the immediate 
future of construction is con- 
tained in predictions by the 
building magazine, Architectur- 
al Forum. 

In its current issue, it says 
more than a trillion dollars will 
bée spent for building in the 
next 20 years, adding that the 
vast expenditures will mean 
many strange and new types of 
structures. 

At the base of the change, 
the magazine says, is the grow- 
ing synthetic plastics output 
now rising beyond 2,000,000 
tons a year. There are now 17 
distinct families of plastics, 
with ah enormous range of 
types, properties and physical 
forms. 

Some of these plastics, their 
development spurred by World 
War Ii, have found their way 
into building in such forms as 
light interior paneling, insula- 
tion and plastic piping. 

New plastics, the magazine 
says, will rival traditional» ma- 
terials such as steel. No basic 
building material will remain 
untouched as America’s giant 
chemical industry plays an in- 
creasing role as a building sup- 
plier.

Today's towers are elaborate 
steel cage’ on which are hung 
walls, floods and service shafts.

Skin elements may be any of a 
wide variety of sheet metals, 
plastics, plywoods or glass. The 
> core may be expanded metals, 
wood particle or fiber boards or 
any one of a score of combina- 
tions. 

Lightiug, heating and cooling 
would be combined in the sand- 
| wich walls themselves. The 
walls may also include their 
own “wiring.” These “wires” 
| will eliminate the miles of ex- 
pensive piping and ductwork. 


Forum says -the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America has already 
demonstrated a room with these 
walls and estimates that the 
system may be ready for com- 

mercial production within five 
years. 

With these walls in the 
Kitchen, the refrigerator would 

| disappear in favor of freeze- 
drawers and cabinets built into 
the kitchen area at convenient 


| points. 

Future panels, providing a 
soft, glareless, shadowless and 
seetiingly sourceless light, 
might be curved to -fit com- 
pletely luminous shell domes 
or other free-form structures 
now rising.

The Toyo Umo (feather) Serv- 
ice Center which was opened 
early in December last year in 
front of the Play Guide on Ginza 
provided quilted outfits and 
sleeping bags to all the team 
members of the Manaslu and An- 
tarectic Expeditions. The outfits 
which covered the body from 
head to toe and sleeping bags 
were both stuffed with the fin- 
est down of aquatic birds. 

According to Kaoru Takami- 
zawa of the shop the outfit made 
of nylon and stuffed with 1.64 
pounds of the down of ducks, 
weighing altogether 3.69 pounds 
was provided to the Manasilu 
team members. Those being 
worn by thé team members of 
the Antarctic. Expedition are 
heavier, weighing 4.02 pounds. 
“The men who climbed Mt. Ma- 
naslu did not need as heavy an 
outfit as that provided to the 
Antarctic Expedition men. The 
mountain climbers had to walk 
and for walking purpose the 
lighter it is the better,” explain- 
ed Takamizawa. 

The quilted sleeping bags also 
filled with the finest down 
weigh only 2.87 pounds ahd 
when rolled up are no bigger 
than the size of a small over- 
night bag. 

This store also sells feather 
quilts, mattresses, cushions, pil- 
lows and men’s vests which are 
all reasonably priced. 

In the shop there is a tow of 
eight glass cases which contain 
different kinds of down and 
feather. They are graded ac- 
cording to quality. The finest 
down costs ¥1,650 per 0.82 
pound followed by others priced 
at ¥1,200, ¥800 and ¥600. The 
expensive down come from 
water birds. 

A mixture of the feather of 
water birds and chickens costs 
¥420 and ¥390 while the cheap- 
est kind priced at ¥180 and ¥170 
per 0.82 pound are chicken 
feathers. 

Feather is collected in Japan, 
but some come from Talwan. 
The down and feather must be 
sterilized by steaming in a 140- 
degree heat. “This is the only 
company which owns a large- 
scale sterilization equipment,” 
said Takamizawa. 


Customers can pick their 
choice of down or feather at 
the shop and have a ready: 
made covering filled with it 
while they watch the stuffing 
process. The entire process 
takes only 30 minutes. If cus- 
tomers desire to bring their own 
material or select material for

It is interesting to watch 
how the feather in the case first 
passes through a plastic tube 
and finally a rubber tube end 
fills the stitched covering. In a 
smail room. partitioned by a 
large glass panel a man holds 
the end of the rubber tuhe and 


moves it inside the quilt. Fanned 


by electric currents the feather 
from one of the glass cases files 
through the tube. 

“Just by feeling the ready- 
made quilt the ordinary custom- 
ers can not distinguish a good 
filling from an inferior kind. 
By looking at the feather and * 
touching it before filling they 
are sure of what they are buy- 
ing,” said Takamizawa. 

Prices afte much cheaper than 
at department stores as the 
feather articles are made on a 
large-scale here whereas produc- 
tion of such articles has not de- 
veloped beyond the cottage in- 
dustry in Japan. This is be- 
cause feather quilts and pillows 
are still regarded as a luxury in 
this country.” 

“We like to propagate the 
fact that in the long run feather 
articles are more economical. 
Feather mattresses and quilts 
last a lifetime while cotton-stuff- 
ed bedding must be remade 
once a year or every other 
year,” is Takamizawa’s opinion, 

A quilted outfit costs ¥16,- 
000 and sleeping bags 13,000, 
Prices of other commodities are 
varied. A quilt filled with the 
finest down is priced at ¥22,000 
and the cheapest filled with in. 
ferlor feather ¥5,500. “Ordinary 
quilt of medium quality which 
sells best is priced at ¥9,000 and 
¥ 10,000 and the mattress around 
¥10,000 is most commonly used 
though the expensive one costs 
¥26,000. Pillows are available 
at 1,500 and 900 and 
cushions at ¥2,000, ¥1,200 and 
¥850. 

Old mattress and quilt covers 
can be done over at a reéasofi- 
able price though the cost de- 
pends on the quality of the cov: 
ering. 

The best thing to do is te 
visit the shop and choose the 
material for covering and feath 
er for quilting.

Trade Grows | 
With Malaya 


SINGAPORE, Jan. 28 {(AP)— 
Latest statistics show a favor- 
able balance for Malaya in its 
trade with Japan. 

In the first 10 months of 1956, 
a total of M$237,715,000 worth 
of goods were imported into 
Malaya from Japan. In the

Detailed statistics for the 10- 
month period of January to 
October showed Malaya’s rubber 
exports to Japan amounted to 
more than one million Malayan 
dollars, comprising just a little 
less than half the total figure for 
the period. 

Iron ore exports amounted to 
M$45.8 million and tin M$37.7 
million. ' 

Japanese imports included 
M$44.8 million in cotton fabrics; 
another M$44.8 million in rayon 
silk and wool; M$19.6 million in 
iron and steel; M$10.3 million in 
cement; M$8.5 million in fish, 
and M$6.5 million in vegetables.

Planned 
In Paraguay 


Official talks are expected to 
start shortly between Japan and 
Paraguay on a plan calling for 
the Japanese construction of a 
532-kilometer railway in the 
South Ameri¢an country. 

The plan was unveiled recent- 
ly by President Magoshiro 
Oshima of the Overseas Emigra- 
tion Promotion Company on his 
‘return from Paraguay.  - 

Paraguayan authorities had 
made a request to Oshima to 
undertake the buliding of three 
railways urgently needed. 
Oshima accepted the bid, and 
the plan was then presented 
to him. 

The railway set to be built 
by Japan is to be about as long 
as the line between Tokyo and 
Osaka, It is to connect Asun- 
cion, the capital city, and 
Cuaira, on the eastern frontier. 

The Paraguayan authorities 


are reported to have readily as- 
sented to a casual request made 
by Oshima to open up the fertile 
soll in the primordial jungle 
areas along the proposed rail- 
wa? to Japanese emigrants. 


A, detailed blueprint for the 
railway, sent by the Paraguayan 
Government recently, envisag- 
ed completion of the line in 
four years at a total cost of 
$20 million. It is said to have 
been regarded as practicable by 
National Railway experts. 


In view of the scope of the 
program, the Japanese Govern- 
ment has decided to hold talks 
first on the project with Para- 
guayan authorities. The nego- 
tiations will be handled by the 
new Japanese Minister to Para- 
guay, Otoshiro Kuroda, after

For one thing, doubt has risen 
as to the ability of the Administration to push through a 
consistent program. The situation calls for the Prime 
Minister to act with political acumen. 

The Diet session which will be reconvened tomorrow 
must thus be looked upon as an opportunity by the Ishi- 
bash: Government to clarify its position. But unless it can 
unify opinion within the party on policy matters, it can 
well turn out te be an opportunity wasted. And if intra- 
party friction should be brought into the Diet, the con-

Secretary-General Hammarskjold’s report on the situa- 
tion is being discussed by the Assembly this week and lIs- 
rael offered on Sunday night to negotiate directly with 
Egypt for a peaceful settlement.. | : 

The Israelis contend that to reaffirm the Egypt-Israel 
armistice agreement of 1949, as Mr. Hammarskjold has sug- 
gested, would be to revive an agreement “which has col- 
lapsed beyond repair owing to Egypt’s policy of belligeren- | 


cy against Israel” and they 


urge that the parties should 


now enter into discussions on “all matters and aspects” 
pertaining to the recent hostilities. 

The chief bone of contention at the moment is the mat- 
ter of the withdrawal of Israeli forces from the Gaza strip 


and the Gulf of Aqaba. 
While it is essential that 


Israel should withdraw from 


these territories outside her boundaries she is still occupy- 
ing, and not presume to benefit from the recent hostilities 
by permanently remaining there, it certainly seems that a 
return to the uneasy armistice situation cannot make for 
peace in the Middle East. Energetic action by the United 
Nations is called for to ensure that Israel and Egypt and 


the other Arab nations ¢ome 


to a peaceful agreement. Its 


task cannot be considered finished by merely getting th 


Israelis to leave the Sinai and Gaza areas. 


Japan-Soviet Parley to Fix Salmon Catch 


The eyes of Japanese fishing 
firms and fishermen are now 
pegged on a yet undecided date 
in February when Japan and 
the Soviet Union commence 
fisheries talk. 

However the parley may turn 
out, it will affect eventually the 
price of a canned Japanese salm- 
on on the London market and 
that of a 1957 “aramaki” (salt- 
ed salmon), which is a must for 
the Japanese New Year menu. 

The coming conference in To- 
kyo is the first session of the 
Northwestern Pacific Japan-So- 
viet Fisheries Committee creat- 
ed by the Japan-Soviet Fishery 
Treaty, which has been effective 
since Dec, 12, 1956, 


Though the parley was to be- 
gin in late December last year 
when Soviet Fisheries Minister 
A. A. Ishkov thhimself was her- 
alded to arrive here, his trip 
has been canceled, and the par- 
ley postponed. The last news 
was that a lesser official was 
due to be here in early Febru- 
ary. 

What is the Committee to dis- 
cuss, however? 

In short, it is to work out de- 
tails for the Japan-Soviet Fish- 


' ery Treaty which laid down gen- 


eral principles on “conservation 
of marine resources” through 
limiting fish catch on the high 


seas. 
Limits Fishing 

Its preamble states that the 
two countries “recognize the 
necessity of yconserving marine 
resources... the highest de- 
gree of productivity for the com- 
mon benefit of humanity as well 
as in the mutual interests of the 
two nations concerned.” 

According to the Annex of the 
Treaty, fishing restriction in 
terms of the kind of fish applies 
to various species of salmon as 
well as herring and crab. 

But salmon is the major item 
for restriction. 

The document limits salmon 
fishing in a vast area on high 
seas that encompasses the north- 
ern ehd of the Japan Sea (north 
of 45 degrees latitude northy, 
the Whole of the Okhotsk Sea, 
and the northern Pacific area 
roughly north of 45 degrees lati- 
tude north and east of 175 de- 
grees’ longitude west, which 
includes the eastern portion of 
the’ Aleutians, 

And the quota of salmon catch 
is to be determined by the Com- 
mittee, according to the treaty 
annex. , 

Other restrictive measures 
provided by the treaty concern 
the sizes of fishing nets and 
their meshes and where they 
may be. used concerning not 
only salmon but also crabs and 
herrings. 

Make-Up of Committee 

The joint committe is to con- 

sist of three members, repre- 
senting each of the signatories, 
Japanese members are Director 
Masao Okai of the Fisheries 
Agency, Shinsaku Hogen, For- 
eign Office Counsellor, and 
Tsunejiro Hiratsuka, a Dietman 
and President of the Nichiro 
Fishing Company. ; 
. There’ will be speciatists, 
such as ichthyologists and rep- 
resentatives of the Japanese 
fishing industry, to take part in 
the coming discussion. 

The positions of the two 
countries to hold negotiations 
on fisheries are diametrically 
opposed. Japan plans to bid 
for as large a quota for salmon 
catch as possible within reason- 
able limitations whereas the 
Soviet Union is expected to 
bargain for the least. 

While there have been no of- 
ficial figures cited, the under- 
standing in the circles eoncern- 
ed is that the limit for Japan 
is likely to be placed somewhere 
between 80,000 to 100,000 tons. 

This speculation is based on 
the unconfirmed report that 
Japan’s former fisheries negotia- 
tor Ichiro Kono and the Soviet 
Fisheries «Minister Ishkov_ in-

Asahi Shimbun expressed 
satisfaction that the Japan Fede- 
ration of Employers’ Association 
(Nikkeiren) has tried to correct 
the nation’s wage system by 
taking the national eeonomy 
into consideration.

Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
commented on the so-called eco- 
nomic diplomacy which was 
the major topic at the three-day 
conference of chiefs of Japanese 
diplomatic offices in the Asia- 
Pacific area.

high seas on their way to spawn- 
ing in rivers? 

The salmon in question are 
spawned in Siberian rivers and 
grow up somewhere in the 
deeps of the Pacific Ocean. To- 
ward the end of their life cycle, 
they migrate through the 
northern Pacific areas toward 
land, which is mostly Russian 
territory. 

Test of Relations 


The simplest and most effici- 
ent method of salmon fishing 
is to catch the fish as they 
ascend the streams. : 

Japan obtained much of her 
salmon supply on rented fish- 
erles on the Soviet coast in this 
manner before the war. But 
since 1945, it has been denied 
her for obvious reasons. 

It meant that Japanese could 
catch salmon only on the high 
seas. 

But even this right was chal- 
lenged in March last year when 
Moscow blamed a decrease in 
the salmon catch from Siberian 
rivers on “rapacious fishing by 
Japanese” on the high seas. 

What the announcement by 
the Soviet Council of Ministers 
meant is that the Japdnese fish- 
ing in the Okhotsk, Bering Seas 
and vicinities were interceding 
the schools of salmon on their 
way to the Russian rivers. 

Using the unilateral restric- 
tion on high sea fishing as a 
lever, the Soviet Government 
last year bargained with Japan 
for political gains — “normal 
diplomatic relations.” 

And the coming parley to

WASHINGTON—Who is the 
man whom President Eisen- 
hower personally wants as his 
successor in 1960? It may be 
four years off, but already the 
politicians are pondering that 
question. There are three ob- 
vious candidates. But there is 
also a man whom the politi- 
cians don’t know much about 
who happens to be Ike's per- 
sonal choice. 


The three well-known can- 
didates are: 1) Vice-President 
Nixon, who has been running 
for some time; 2) Sen. William 
Knowland of California, who 
has just put himself in a better 
position to contest Nixon; and 
3° ex-Gov. Thomas E, Dewey, 
who says he isn’t a candidate 
but who probably could be per- 
suaded. He’s a man to whom 
Eisenhower is heavily obligat- 
ed. 


The man whom Ike would 
like to see the Republicans 
nominate, however, is his old 
army friend, Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther. 


Not even the politicians know 
it, but the move to nominate 
Gruenther has gone much fur- 
ther than mere personal desire. 
A group of Ike’s closest friends 
in New York already have or- 
ganized a quiet drive to groom 
Gruenther for the Presidency. 
They are the same men, some- 
times called the “Wall Street 
King-Makers,” who helped fi- 
nance the Eisenhower campaign, 
built“ his private residence at 
Augusta, and picked many of 
the key men in his Cabinet. 
They include Gen. Lucius Clay, 
head of Continental Can; Sidney 
Weinberg, the big investment 
banker; and Bill Robinson, head 
of Coca-Cola. 


It was through them that 
Gruenther was first offered a 
$100,000 spot with Olin-Mathie- 
son industries. Then when 
Ike’s idea of putting Gruenther 
in the White House became 
known, it was decided to make 


; him head of the Red Cross, just 


across the street from the White 
House, where he could advise 
with Ike, play bridge with him, 
and get the same buildup Her- 
bert Hoover got in World War 
I as a humanitarian. 

Later, when John Foster Dul- 
les bows out of the State De- 
partment, Gruenther may re- 
place him—though this is by 
no means certain. It might be 
politically expedient to remain 
with the Red Cross. 

The main fact, however, is 
that plans are definitely in the 
works to groom Ike’s wartime 
friend and former Supreme 
Commander of NATO as the 
next Republican candidate for 
President. 

Note — General Gruenther 
made a great impression on Eu- 
ropean political leaders. Though 
they dislike military men, they 
liked Gruenther’s civilian ap- 
proach, the efforts he made to 
build up NATO. 

His initial, and perhaps great- 
est, personal bond with Ike is 
through bridge. As an instruc: 
tor at West Point, Gruenther 
was a crack bridge player, kept 
a mattress in the back of his 
car to sleep on while his wife 
drove him from New York to 
West Point after bridge tourna-

group of underpaid workers 
denied minimum wage protec- 
tion by the Government, also 
are far below minimum wage 
and hour standards, reported 
Suffridge. He said that the 
plight of the overworked, 
underpaid retail worker is by 
no means confihed to the south. 

Gorman told Ike how “can- 
nery” employes, who are paid 
miserly wages for icing and 
processing shrimp, develop oc- 
cupational disabilities such as 
swollen fingers. 

The litany of complaints last- 
ed about half an hour, during 
which the President was courte- 
ously silent. Finally, he com- 
mented: 

“I appreciate your problems, 
and I might say that your ob- 
jectives in this matter are close 
to my own views, but I do not 
know what my Administration's 
proposals may be because they 
haven't been written as yet.”

Near East Aid Plan 


BONN—Government quarters 
in the German Federal Repub- 
lic are considering to what ex- 
tent West Germany can contrib- 
ute to a rehabilitation of the 
reputation of Europe in the 
countries of the Near East now 
that the Suez conflict has so se- 
verely shaken the precarious 
confidence placed in the West by 
the Arab world. In fact, many 
publications in the Arab coyn- 
tries are just now criticizthe 
the partiality of the European 
press waich, they say, is full of 
news and commentar.es about 
the difficult supply situation in 
the European oil markets with- 
out, however, showing more than 
a passing concern about the enor- 
mous deficits of the producing 
countries. This onesidedness 
strengthens the old suspicion of 
the Arab world to the effect that 
the Near East can /count on 
Western interest ont as long as 
iis oil flows “as usual.” This 
mood among the Arabs, skilful- 
ly exploited by anti-western pro- 
pagandists, may have fatal ef- 
fects ut the mnoment y nen the 
Arab countries will fec: the full 
impact of the re‘Jucticn in their 
révenue from oil, 


In these circumstances a Near 
East aid plan recently discussed 
in the German Federal Repub- 
lic may be of some importance. 
The proposal made, for instance, 
by Deputy Chancellor Blucher, 
according to which German in- 
dustries in cooperation with in- 
ternational oil companies should 
take steps to offer the countries 
concerned to restore their pump- 
ing stations, pipe lines and load- 
ing facilities, would certainly 
tend to meet Arab requirements. 

Estimates about the time it 
will probably take to bring oil 
transportation back to normal, 
vary between six and 12 months. 
Such countries as Kuwait, Bah- 
rain, Saudi-Arabia, Iraq and Iran 
must in the meantime consider- 
ably lower their expectations of 
revenue from their shares. in 
production: profits, while Syria 
and Lebanon are facing the total 
loss of 20 million dollars’ worth 
of annual transit.fees. 

The average recession in out- 
put in the Arabian oil felds 
amounts to 25 per cent, rising 
to 40 and 60 per cent respec- 
tively in Iran and Iraq. All 
these countries have earmarked 
oil revenue chiefly for social in- 
stitutions and long-term devel- 
opment programs. Their State 
budgets are shaken to their 
foundations as oil constitutes 
practically their only source of 
revenue. 

The difficulties resulting from 
this situation are uniformly as- 
cribed by public opinion in 
these countries to the Anglo- 
French intervention. In view 
of this mood it would seem to 
be urgently necessary to acti- 
vate the efforts made to nor- 
malize again the transportation 
of oil. At the same time it 
is in the interest of European 
countries to deal with the situa- 
tion without any rivalry. Dep 
ut¥Y Chancellor Blucher com- 
mented his proposal for a West 
German aid operation. as fol- 
lows: “We do not want to 
crowd anyone out; we simply 
ought to begin rehabilitating 
Europe in the eyes of the Near 
Bast”. 

The German Federal Repub- 
lic is not likely to be suspected 
of colonia] tendencies in the 
countries concerned and will 
therefore find open doors there 
more readily than the countries 
which will be held responsible 
for the severe depression likely 
to hit the Arab countries in the

Those Untfalling Walls 


MOSCOW—<After a week in 
this drab, fascinating and 
singularly mysterious city, this 
reporter is not in the Dusiness 
of giving firm answers about 
the Soviet Union. But at least 
one thing can be said with 
great firmness. The Kremlin's 
walls really are not falling 
down at the moment. It is a 
bit ridiculous that this rather 
simple fact should seem worth 
recording Yet the disasters 
which have recently overtaken 
the policy and interests of the 
Western alliance have inspired 
a very curious reaction in 
Washington and _ elsewhere. 
The highest American policy 
makers and their publicists 
monotonously chant, “The So- 
viets have their troubles, too,” 
as though this excused our 
troubles. 


The impression given has 
been ludicrously exaggerated. 

But while it is vital to note 
that any current Soviet troubies 
are highly unlikely to prove 
crippling, it is also vital to note 
that the Sceviet troubles have 
been and are very real indeed. 
Much the most serious, of 
course, is the trouble in central 
Europe, which seems to de ap- 
proaching some sort of climax. 
Publicly, at least, the process 
began in Peiping instead of 
Moscow. The Chinese Govern- 
ment on Dec. 29 issued its re- 
markable statement condemning 
Marshal Tito attacking “small 
nation chauvinism,” and above 
all emphatically recognizing 
the “leading position of the So- 
viet Union in the peace camp.” 


The Kremlin itself had _pre- 
viously announced the “frater- 
nal equality” among Commu- 
nist parties. But the Soviet 
party now turned out to be 
more equal than the others. 
And this claim for the Russians 
was made by the Chinese. 

Thereafter, China’s Premier 
Chou En-lai returned Lome post 
haste from an Asian journey 
and set out again for Moscow. 
Khrushchev and other Soviet 
leaders attended a Budapest 
meeting of Eastern European 
Communist leaders from waich 
Yugoslavia and Po'and were 
conspicuously absent. In. Mos- 
cow once more, the leaders oi 
the Soviet Presidivia met here 
at length with Chou En-la. 

On the last day of tas meet- 
ing, although he had of course 
just seen Khrushchev and the 
others in Budapest, Hungary’s 
harried Premier Kadar studdenh- 
ly turned up in Moscow—most 
probably to give Chou Erlai a 
first-hand, personal account of 
the grave menace of “counter 
revolution” in Hungary. After 
this briefing, Chou En-lai went 
on to Warsaw, where he almost 
certainly warned Poland’s bold 
Premier Gomulka not to go too 
far on the road of liberalization, 
and urged him to be ready to 
stamp out any “counter revolu- 
tionaries” who may show their 
ugiy heads at the time of the 
Polish election on Jan. 20. And 
then Chou went briefly to Buda- 
pest and then returned to Mos- 
cow for a further conference,

The pattern “of complex jour- 
neys and repeated conferences 
betrays the agitation which the 
ferment in Eastern Europe has 
certainly caused. At the same 
time, the Peiping statement 
(much more than anything 
which has been publicy said :n 
Moscow) reveals the theme of 
a’: these me.....gs. The theme 
is that no no -nse will be to- 
lerated. 

At all costs, Communists re 
gimes will be maintained in east- 
ern Europe. 

For Westerners who have not 
smelt the Moscow air, it is es- 
sential to note that this no-non- 
sense policy causes no inner 
moral embarrassment to the So- 
viet policy makers. Those who 
wish to understand their mood 
need only go back to Queen Vic- 
toria’s letters at the time of the 
Indian mutiny. The old lady 
was unshakably confident of the 
beneficence of English rule in 
India, and her main fear was 
that her ministers would be too 
soft in teaching the mutineers a 
lesson they would remember for 
their own : 

For good or ill, the Western 
nations have largely lost the 
kind of ruthless self-confidence 
that Queen Victoria displayed. 
But that has not happened hére. 
It is a hundred-to-one bet that 
the Soviet leaders talk among 
themselves about the problem 
in Eastern Europe, and even 
analyze the problem of Eastern 
Europe in the innermost re- 
cesses of their minds, in the 
peculiar language of “Pravda” 
editorials.

Their hardness of will was re- 


vealed to the foreign community 
here by Marshal Zhukoy, after 
the dangerous cfisis in Poland 
that brought Gomulka to power, 
It will be remembered that there 
were troop movements at that 
time. Afterwards, as has already 
been reported in the New York 
Herald Tribune, Marshal Zhu- 
kov frankly stated to diplomats 
here that a real counter-revolu- 
tion could have and would have 
been rapidiy crushed, if any- 
thing of the sort had occurred. 
The popular Washington theory, 
that the Red Army is more tol- 
erant of “counter-revolution” 
than other sectors of the Soviet 
hierarchy, is in fact the purest 
nonsense. 
Since this is the approach, 
Hungary may endure a long 
agony, but will not be permitted 
to get out of hand again.

our defensive needs in the light 
of actual commitments and prob- 
able dangers, possible enemies 
and assumed allies. 

The Sunday Times goes on: 
we can hope for economy in 
money and manpower not -be- 
cause our - liabilities have 
diminished for they have not, 
but because technical changes 
haye made some kinds of de- 
fense provision superfluous and 
others excessive. 

The Sunday Dispatch, conser- 
vative, feels that Sandys has 
the energy and the determina- 
tion needed for his task, not 
least, it says, when he has to 
adjudicate on the rival claims 
of the three services. The paper 
argues that he might well be 
gin with economies on the ad- 
ministrative staffs which, it 
says, have numerically increas- 
ed to an extent that would have 
astonished our grandfathers. 

The People, left. wing, how- 
ever, doubts whether Sandys 
is, as it puts it, tough enough 
to curb the demands of the ser- 
vice chiefs for money and men. 
It says the acid test will be 
his decision 6n national service. 
If he gives way to the generals 
on this, he is doomed. The 
paper concludes: for Sandys, 
there can only be one slogan—
